AND HE NEVER APPEARED IN DANGER. FOR FIRST TIME EVER, 

LIVE TV COVERED IMPERIAL DINNER HONORING PRES TUESDAY NIGHT. 

NYT'S HALT .OR AN. IN TOKYO, REPORTS THAT JAPANESE OFFICIALS, 
DESPITE REPEATED INQUIRIES, DECLINED TO EXPLAIN TANAKA S 
ABSENCE FROM AIRPORT ARRIVAL, SAYING ONLY THAT US AND 
GOJ OFFICIALS HAD AGREED PM WOULD MEET WITH PRES TUESDAY. 

TO HALLORAN, IT APPEARED GOJ WANTED TO DE-EMPHASIZE 
FORD’S ARRIVAL OF SECURITY REASONS. SAYS PRESENCE

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TREWHIT FELT MEMBERS OF PRES' PARTY SEEMED CAREFUL TO 
AVOID OVEREMPHASIZING MEETING WITH TANAKA, APPARENTLY 
BECAUSE OF PM'S PRECARIOUS POLITICAL POSITION. BOTH 
GOVTS ALSO APPEARED AVOIDING NUKES ISSUE. REPORTS THAT
